Meet at 7:30 in the evening to act on the rest of the 
articles in the Warrant. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after presen- 
tation of tax bill. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and the ‘Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums of 
money not to exceed in the aggregate more than 75% of 
the anticipated amount to be collected in taxes for the 
current municipal year, and to issue in the name and on 
the credit of the Town of Loudon negotiable notes, there- 
for, said notes to be paid in 1966 from taxes collected dur- 
ing the current municipal year. 


5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,000.00 for the Highway Capital Reserve Fund. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $140.00 for the Concord Hospital to help defray 
their estimated deficit for the year 1966. 


7. To see if the town will vote to amend the ordinance 
governing Business Permits as enacted at the Town Meet: 
ing held on March 9, 1965, by adding amendments as fol- 
lows: (Art. No. 12, 1965)

By Business Enterprise is meant the establishment 
and conduct of any commercial business in the 
ordinarily accepted sense, such as stores, restaurants, 
filling stations, public garages, tenting or camping 
areas, motels and industrial plants. 


Exceptions: It shall not apply to: 

(1) Agricultural or Forestry practices and_ pur- 
suits, including dairy, poultry, livestock or the 
cutting and sale of forest products. 

(2) Rental of residential property. 

(3) Rental of agricultural or forest land for the 
purposes specified in sub-paragraph (1) above. 

(4) Sale of home produce or products such as 
vegetables, fruits, shrubs, flowers, maple syrup, 
home made candies, cakes, pies, bread and hand 
made items such as rugs, knitted articles and 
wood, metal, ceramic and other handicraft 
items. 

(5) Professional offices and services such as medi- 
cine, dentistry, engineering, accounting, barber 
and hair dressing shops, and other professions 
ordinarily practiced from an office or apart- 
ment in a residence. 


All applications for a business permit must be 
filed with the Board of Selectmen and be approved 
by the Board of Permit prior to commencement of 
business. 
The fee for a Business Permit shall be five dollars 
($5.00) . 


5. Nothing in this ordinance shall apply to businesses 
presently established and in operation. 


6. Any person or persons violating or in violation of 
this ordinance shall be fined ten dollars ($10.00) 
per day for each day he is in violation thereof. 


7. This ordinance shall take effect as of April 1, 1966. 


8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,500.00 for the Fire Department’s Capital Reserve 
Fund as set up in the 1963 ‘Town Meeting. 


9. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen, in 
cooperation with the Fire Department to expend the neces- 
sary available Fire Capital Reserve Fund as set up in the 
1963 Town Meeting for the purpose of replacing the ‘Town’s 
Fire Department Tanker, and to delegate to the Selectmen 
and Fire Department the authority of selling or trading 
the present tanker, all monies to go towards the replacement 
tanker or to the standing Capital Reserve Fund. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to change the title of 
Constable to Chief of Police. 


Il. ‘To see if the Town will vote to make the office of 
Chief of Police an appointive rather than an elective one, 
the Chief of Police to be appointed by the Selectmen as a 
permanent Chief, with the understanding that he can be 
removed from office by the Selectmen for misconduct or 
neglect of duty, after a public hearing. 


12. ‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to appoint a Cemetery Board with not less than three 
members, said Board to be responsible for the restoring of 
all abandoned cemeteries in Town and to care and main- 
tain said cemeteries thereafter. (Recommended by the 
Cemetery Committee) . 


13. ‘To see if the Town will vote to purchase a mechan- 
ical road brush for use of the Highway Department and 


a blade plow for the present grader for a total cost of 
$1,635.00. (Road brush $700.00) (Blade plow $935.00) .

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1965 


As of February Ist of this year, we have had much more 
snow than in the last three years. However, all town roads 
were plowed and ready for travel within sixteen hours. A 
new plow was rented for the winter that can be attached to 
the new grader within thirty minutes. With this combina- 
tion, a road is plowed wider, faster and cleaner than any 
other we ever had. We hope you have had a chance to see 
it in action. We think our road agent and his assistants 
performed an outstanding task when you consider the long 
hours of plowing and the drifting that follows. 


The new plow referred to above was rented for the 
winter at a cost of $200. We are requesting in an article 
in the Warrant that this plow be purchased for the sum 
of $1,135 less credit of $200. Amount asked for in Warrant 
$935. 


During the past few years we have been hiring a me- 
chanical brush for sweeping sand from black roads before 
tarring. Last year it was not available for hire when we 
needed it most. This brush costs $1,400. We have already 
paid $700 toward it for rental. The article in the Warrant 
is for final payment of $700. 


There have been further improvements in our roads. ‘The 
Clough Pond Road has been tarred as far as the Berry 
road. Part of the Chichester road was widened and graded 
and will be tarred this year. 


The following three bridges have been rebuilt: The 
Green bridge on the Lower Ridge road, the Epps bridge on 
the Kenny road and Bear Hill bridge leading to Camp 
Phoenix. Over the years, bridge maintenance has become 
an expensive item and it is our hope that this new approach 
in rebuilding will reduce this cost to a minimum. Cement 
slabs on the Green bridge and aluminum on the Epps and 
Bear Hill bridges. We invite you to inspect them.

The Twin briage on the Lower Ridge Koad 1s one that 
needs extensive repairs and we are still seeking advice from 
the New Hampshire Highway Bridge Department and 
others as to the best way to repair it. 


The increase in the tax rate for 1965, after reductions in 
past years, was unavoidable due to rising costs and our 
school commitments. We hope with the new taxable prop- 
erty, due to the issuance of twenty-six Building Permits 
during 1965, that we can hold down further increases in 
the tax rate. Your Town is financially sound. Our only 
outstanding obligation involving notes that are to be paid 
over a period of years, is the new grader. This is exclusive 
of any indebtedness of the school. The school appropria- 
tions have been paid up until July Ist of 1966. 


Once again the Town has not had to borrow in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. This is made possible by the property owners 
paying their taxes on time. At this time we want to express 
our appreciation for your kind consideration and coopera: 
tion without which this could not have been accomplished 


We would urge you once again to please properly fill 
out and file your inventory. This is important to you and 
of great assistance to your Selectmen.

The project on the Clough Pond road was completed, 
making possible a paved highway from Route 106 through 
to Berry road, a much needed and appreciated improve- 
ment. 


A cement slab, 20 feet wide, was installed at “Green’s’’ 
bridge, with a steel pipe railing, making that a very per- 
manent structure for many years to come. At Epp’s bridge, 
we installed an aluminum multiplate arch culvert to re- 
place the old wooden bridge, making this a safer and more 
durable passageway. The bridge on Bear Hill was also con- 
sidered unsafe, so an aluminum culvert, five feet in di- 
ameter was installed, alleviating the hazardous condition. 


It is important to continue the replacing of wooden 
bridges with more permanent structures, considering the 
increased travel and much heavier loads, for it is almost 
impossible to keep up with the maintenance required on 
the old bridges that are now outdated. 


The new Grader arrived the first of June, replacing the 
old one that served this town well, but with many im- 
provements made the last eighteen years, the new Grader 
is superb in its versatility.

The board had put in many hours preparing a basic 
zoning ordinance, one which though extremely liberal, 
would have prevented future undesirable developments, 
and which would above all, have protected the property 
owners and taxpayers of the town from future depreciation 
of their property and a steady increase in property taxes 
from year to year. As we stand now no property owner is 
protected in any degree. 


Once again the Planning Board wishes to thank the 
selectmen and other town officials for their cooperation and 
assistance.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


This past year was a busy year for your Fire Department, 
answering 35 calls for 3 chimney fires, 11 brush-grass fires, 
1 faulty oil burner, 1 motor vehicle, 1 dump fire, 3 build- 
ing fires, 1 fire in house or furniture, 3 debris burning, | 
investigation of gas smell in building, 2 investigations of 
smoke in house, 3 false alarms and 5 mutual aid calls to 
surrounding towns. 


The major fires this year were brush fires, namely on 
Clough Hill and Pleasant Street. The combined cost to the 
town for these two fires alone was over $3,000, with a total 
of 122 acres burned. We should again stress the importance 
of being mindful and more cautious, to preserve our natural 
resources. 


The Department purchased a new Smoke Ejector which 
will be of great assistance in fighting building fires, to rid 
the structure of smoke for faster control and clean up. 


The Department also bought 600 feet of 114 inch hose 
replacing old and worn out lengths that were beyond re- 
pair. 


Our Base station radio is an item for replacement this 
coming year. ‘This radio has continually served the depart- 
ment for many years, (24 hours a day) and is getting quite 
costly to repair for continued use. 


We are also asking the town for extra money this year 
to replace the Tanker at the village. This is a very impor- 
tant piece of fire-fighting apparatus, but we are unfortunate 
as to adequate supply of water, especially in certain sec- 
tions of the town; hence, we recommend a new chassis and 
a good used oil tank of 1000 gallons capacity to fill this 
need. 


The Red Phones are monitored 24 hours a day for any 
emergency. ‘The numbers to call are Canterbury 783-6121 
and Chichester 798-6231.

We wish to thank the Ladies Auxiliary for their splendid 
cooperation and untiring efforts to assist the Department;

POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Your Police Department has concluded a very busy year. 
During 1965 our activities included officiating at dances, auc- 
tions and four different types of racing events along with 
our regular duties. We responded to 51 complaints, 15 dog 
complaints, 6 breaks, 24 accidents, assisted State Police on 5 
of which 2 were fatal, 3 aids, and served 3 warrants from 
other towns. We also collected 65 dog licenses for 1964 and 
59 for 1965. In performing these duties there were 1,950 
miles travelled and 345 man hours involved. 


We employed and supervised the men used by the town 
at the motorcycle event at the Bryar Motorsport Park. For 
this event there were 2,854 man hours and 2,362 miles of 
patrol of the town. The total expense for the week of the 
event came to $6,885.00 of which the New England Motor- 
cycle Dealers Association imbursed. All other special events 
were also paid for by the individuals and organizations 
involved. 


We feel that the 1966 season will be a more active one. 
We have added new members to our department which 
now totals 8, and hope to add one more for the coming 
season. All of these men are presently attending school at 
Belmont, N. H. on different phases of law enforcement 
which will run for 18 weeks. 


The Police Department wishes to thank the townspeople 
for their cooperation during the year.

Annual Meeting — March 6, 1965 


The annual School Meeting for the town of Loudon was 
called to order by the Moderator Stanley Prescott at 7:35 
p:m., sixth day of March at the Town Hall. ‘The salute to 
the flag was followed by the opening of the polls.

Articles 1, 2, 3, & 4 were skipped over, to be acted upon 
later. 


A motion of Raymond Cummings passed on 
salaries of School Board and ‘Truant Officer and other 
official agents to total $383.00. This included a boost in 
the ‘Treasurer’s salary to $75.00. The proposal was adopted. 


Article 6. Auditors’ report was read by Gerald Smith. 
Motion was passed of Harold Hill’s to accept report as 
read. Harold Hill gave a simple report on Cooperative 
School Committee’s work at this time. A public hearing 
was held in Penacook for the five towns involved. ‘The 
State Board approved of agreement and a warrant is to be 
posted on a special meeting for the co-operative merger 
on March 27th in each town. 


Article 7. A motion of Shirley Hibbard’s was duly 
seconded by Dorothy Downes to use the same auditors as 
Town elects. This proposal was adopted. Harold Hill 
volunteered his willingness to serve on co-operative school 
committee as elected in 1964 to serve as long as committee 
was in effect, even though he retires from School Board. 


Article 8. Richard Murphy moved that Article 8 on 
Budget be skipped over until after 9 & 10 had been acted 
upon. ‘This proposal was passed.

Article 9. Raymond Cummings explained this article 
in by request. Stanley Peightell moved that the Loudon 
School District authorize the School Board to arrange 
transportation for all children in grades 1 through 8 from 
their homes to Loudon Grade School. An amendment was 
offered to pick up only the children over 14 mile from 
school by Raymond Rattee. The amendment was lost in 
voting. ‘The original motion was then acted upon and lost 
also. ‘This proposal was not adopted. 


Article 10. Orton Humphrey moved that the article to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $3,600.00 to defray the 
additional cost of providing transportation be discissed as 
irrelevant. ‘The motion was passed and this article was not 
adopted. 


Article 11. Raymond Cummings moved that the dis- 
trict vote to transfer $3,000.00 to a capital reserve estab- 
lished for the purpose of financing additional elementary 
school facilities in accordance with RSA Chapter 35 and 
any amendment relating thereto. Harold Hill duly second- 
ed the motion.

The proposal 
was adopted. The District voted to appropriate $142,754.50 
to balance their budget. $55,571.85 estimated income and

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Loudon: 


Enrollments continue to increase at the elementary 
school. Several rooms have large enrollments, which re- 
duce the effectiveness of teaching and learning. 


In order to offer some assistance to teachers and pupils 
in these crowded classrooms, an additional teacher has 
been added to the staff. By making use of a storage room, 
with new lighting and the installation of basic equipment, 
a very adequate small-group instruction area has been 
created. Pupils are scheduled to this room for short periods 
of instruction, after which they return to the regular class- 
room. This arrangement, although not the most desirable 
from an educational standpoint, does offer valuable assist- 
ance to several of our teachers and gives many pupils the 
individual instruction and assistance which would not be 
available to them in the regular classroom. 


Your School Board feels that this is a very effective way 
to continue offering desirable educational opportunities in 
the school, until more space is available and regular class 
groups may be organized to reduce the number in some of 
the larger classes. 


A major project of this year has been to install heat con- 
trol units in the various classrooms, so that all parts of the 
building will benefit from an even and constant flow of 
heat. 


In the past it has been difficult to raise the temperature 
in certain rooms to the minimum required for health and 
comfort, while others have been much too warm. This, 
too, is undesirable and results in unnecessary fuel costs. 


The school is operating effectively, in spite of the large 
enrollments. The principal and teachers are to be com- 
mended for their efforts and for their attention to the 
needs of the pupils under their jurisdiction. 
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Yhe School Board has worked diligently and effectively 
to maintain and operate the school efficiently, and to con- 
tinue to offer the best educational opportunities available 
within the means of the community.
